What Will Congress Do ? 

In the faco of tho popular vordiot 
rooordod bo unraisiakably ogaioBt tuo 
pernicious aots of last sossion, it is 
cot difficult to determine tho prociBe 
role that tbo Amorioan CoDgrosa will 
assume during tbo present soeaion. 
"Will they impoaoh tbo ProBidont and 
thus precipitate a bloody conflict with 
the Exocutivo? Or will tboy tamely 
submit to havo tho laws passod by 
them last year quietly set asido, and 
their pot schomos for reconstruction 
and the investment of the ignorant 
black massos of tho South with tho 
franchise doolared by the highest legal 
authority to be unconstitutional ? 
Congress must either assert, at all 
hazards, their right to pass any and 
every law thoy pleaso, by a two-thirds 
majority, over the President's voto, or 
they muat abandon tho position as- 
sumed by thorn last year, and tacitly 
acknowlodgo tbomselves to have boon 
wrong and tho President right. Tbo 
latter altornative will, we think, bo 
tho one adopted. The leading Eadi* 
oals — tho Butlers, Stevcnses and 
Sumners, who havo sionod too deeply 
to be forgiven — cannot rotraco tbeir 
stops ii tboy would ; but tho more 
moderate of the party — mon who aro 
always at band to voto, but aro 
Beldom heaid — will trim their sails to 
catch the popular broczo and glide 
quietly into tbe harbor of Conscrvo 
atism. This class, voting with the 
Doraoorats, will rofuao to impoaoh tbe 
President, and, blaming tbo impotuos- 
ity of their leaders for tho ruin ol 
tbeir party, will throw up thoir caps 
in lavor of General Grant as tho Gon« 
■ervativo Republican candidate for 
tho Presidency. Tbo policy of the 
moderate .Radicals will, wo think, bo 
tbe policy adopted by CongrebS. A 
majori'y wou d ha'dly dare to vote to 
oust Mr Jubnsou, with a knowledgo of 
tbe fuot tbut tboy wi uld not be sup* 
ported by tbo people, and the certainly 
thai/ tboy would bo resisted with all 
tho force at his command by tbo 
President. Congress has novor, in 
roaliiy, controlled 'bo popular voto of 
the States. Tbo blunders of the Do- 
moorats lost tbom tho support of many 
in the North who hud lost friends 
and rolativos in the war while tbo 
recollection of tbo lost onos was yet 
groen in thoir m rnories. Tbo check 
which Air Johnson gave tbo Fenians 
on tbe Canadian border, in Juno, 180(5, 
drow tbe Irisli voters into tbo Rupuu- 
licnn ranks last lull ; and tho unwise 
speeches of tbo Presidont, mado during 
his unlucky tour through tbo North- 
ern and Western States to Chicago in 
the Barao season, cost hia policy many 
thousand supporters. But tirao Iris 
healed the gaping wounds oponod by 
the fratricidal conflict, convinced tbo 
Fenians that" their raid was Quixotic 
and ladiorous, and taught tbo ProsN 
dent that political speech-making by 
tho Chief Magistrate of tbo nation 
aro not appreciated by his au- 
diencos. Honco wo find that as 
tho causes wbicli led last yoar to the 
defeat of tho Democrats are romoved, 
tho majority of tho people return 
to swoll tbo ranks of that party 
and aro gaining for thorn easy vic- 
tories ovcrywboro. Tbo hoart of tho 
North was nevor with Congress in its 
oppression of tbo South. Thoy saw 
plainly that tho powor that could do- 
privo ono soction of tho States of its 
polilioul privileges could likowiso de- 
prive tbo othor ; and honco, fearful 
lest the body which they had created 
should lomo day turn from mangling 
tho prostrato form of political liberty 
in tho South to destroying tho 
cherished institutions of tbo Nurth, 
thoy havo Bet tbo soul of condemnation 
upon thoir bigbbundod acts.

The Monet Makket. — The plethora 
of money and tbe Stagnant position of 
1rade aro points, observes tho standard, 
which occupy general attention. Tho in 
vestments mudo in Indian and colonial 
securities have carried their quotations to 
n high point, but they will go even bettor 
if other channels ar e not opened for tho 
employment of capital. English stocks 
will no doubt attract further investments 
shortly, but at present it appears difficult 
to pass tbe magic ligure ol 9,5. When 
there is a return of activity a variety of 
cheap selections can be made which will 
yield go»d interest for the money employ- 
ed. Kail way shares may hereafter again 
improve, because tbe weather is favour- 
able lor traffic ; and should tho harvest 
be a success, the consequences to the la- 
bouring population will be most import- 
ant. I ho absence of confidence, however 
is strongly felt, particularly in manufactur- 
ing and trading circles. 



DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

East ci'ii States. 

St. Louis, Nov. lG.— Seymour Vou* 
laire, a prominent criminal lawyer of this 
city, was shot last night by Isaac Ruth* 
clerk in the post office. Ruth was return- 
ing from tbo theatre with Voulaire's 
divorced wife, when Voulairo met and 
Qred at Ruth. Ruth returned tbe fire by 
shooting Voulairo in the right breast. 
Ho now lies in a critical condition. Tho 
affair has caused much excitement, as tbe 
parties occupy highly respectable posi- 
tions. 

Chicago, Nov. 15. — A Times' special 
says it is understood that tho President 
will devote a considerable portion of bis 
message to finance. Tbe collection of 
revenue evidenco shows that over $100,- 
000,000 have been lost from whisky 
alone last year by tho inefficiency and 
corruption of revenue officers. The Presi- 
dent has detrmined to correct these 
abuses. 

General Schofield has decided, after a 
consultation with tho President, to arrest 
persons making incendiary speeches in his 
district, or doing any act to array tho 
wbito and black races against each other. 

Chicago, Nov. 10. — Tho Times' special 
says many Republican Congressmen wish 
to adjourn till the regular session in 
December, believing that nothing can be 
done in tbo eight days remaining in tbe 
November session. 

A delegation of California Democrats 
has been hero asking for tbe control of 
tho patronage of the State. The Presi- 
dent was in bad humor and declined to 
see them. They await a chango in bis 
temper. 

New York. Nov. 16.— A. Tribinie's 
special says that Senator Sherman in- 
tends to introduce a bill converting the 
maturing debt into a large consolidated 
loau of not less than thirty years, of six 
per cent., with ono per cent, tox, making 
it equivalent to a five per cent. loan. 

Baltimore, Nov. 14 — Edward A 
Pollard, author of tho "History of the 
Lost Cause," was attacked while walking 
the street with his wife, by the son nud 
nephew of Ilenry A. "Wise, who both fired 
at Pollard, striking him in the arm. 
Pollard returned tho fire, but without 
effect. 

A Uerald Washington special says 
Schofield bus informed tho President that 
the negroes of his district are generally 
armed and had the whites at a great dis- 
advuntage. It is probable some measure 
will be taken to prevent a dangerous use 
by the negroes of tbeir superiority iu arms 
and organization. 

Mexico. 

New York, Nov. 16. — Tho steamer 
Georgia, from Vera Cruz, Oct. 31, brings 
several gentlemen of business connected 
with negotiations relative to the financial 
resources of the Republic of Mexico. 

Prince Salm-Salm bss been sent to 
Vera Cruz and there placed in confine- 
ment. 

Canada. 

Ottawa, C. W., Nov. 1G. — A large fire 
occurred here last night, causing a loss of 
8100,000. 

California. 

San Francisco, I>ov. 19. — The steam- 
er Great Republic from Hong Kong and 
Yokohama arrined tit o'clock p. m. 
The principal interes; of the foreigners in 
Japan, centres in tho approaching open- 
ing of tbe City of Osaca, with its port 
Iligo, on tho shores of the Sea of Suruu- 
ado, more generally spoken of as the 
Island Sea, tho City of Yeddo and a port 
on tbo west coast, which will probably 
be Nanoi. English and American sur- 
veys havo been taken of tho principal 
ports on the west coast, but no decision 
has been made public as to which will bo 
opened. Prom all that can bo gathered 
from letters from Onaca nnd observations 
of visitors to Yeddo, both places will be 
opened as soon as practical. In Yeddo 
an immense hotel is being prepared by 
the government for tho use of foreigners. 
In Osaca about 10 acres havo boen set 
apart for foreign occupation. The ratifi- 
cations of tho Belgian treaty were ex- 
changed at Yeddo on the lOtli tilt. 

A letter from Manilla, October 7th, 
gives tho following painful intelligence: 
Since our report of tho 19th ult., wo have 
had boisterous weather, Manilla during 
the 25'h and 20th ult, was under water, 
in Homo parts thero were four feet of 
water over tbe streets, and disastrous in-, 
(nidations have taken place in tbo north- 
ern provinces. 

Reports have been received (yesterday) 
from Hocas that three villages have entire- 
ly disappeared and several hundred lives 
lost. 

Tho mails from Europo of the 10th of 
August, which should havo arrived hero 
about the 24th ult, buve not dono so, uud 
fears are entertained of the steamers from 
lloug Kong to this port being lost. 
The Water Lily has put in distress with 
heavy damages. The Sardinia, from this 
city to New York, has put back also, with 
heavy damages; and the master of tbo 
Stuart, Worthoy, has arrived in au open 



boat, having been wrecked in a gale on 
the Fourth Danger Shoal. 
Fears are entertained of tho Annie Lang- 
ton and Fort Regent, both having been 
last seen in a very dangerous position. 

The Pur Hazard, British bark is a to- 
tal wreck on tbo coast of Bandog, to tho 
BOiub, and tbo news of further disasters 
is daily arriving. 

San FitANcisco, Nov. 15. — David Job- 
son sues tho stockholders of tho Burning 
Moscow Mining Company for $450,000 
on a judgment rendered in 1S65. 

San Francisco, Nov. 18— Tbo corner 
stone of tho monument to bo erocted by 
tho I. O. O. F , to the memory of S. H. 
Parker, first Grand Master of tho Order 
in tbo Stato, was laid yesterday afternoon 
in the presence of the Order and others. 
Tho monument will be erected in Odd 
Fellows' Cemetery. 

Mrs. Mary C. Hydo sues for a divorce 
from her husband upon grounds of intem- 
perance, cruelty and adultery. Mrs. 
Hyde is said to bo Mrs Cunningham 
Burdell, who was so prominent before tho 
public in connection with tho ostato of Dr. 
Burdell in New York, aftor his murder, 
which occurred in tho houso wbero Bbc 
resided. 

San Francisco, Nov. 17. — The Fenian 
brotherhood State- Convention adjourned 
on tbo 16th inst., after a three days' ses- 
sion. Tbo convention transacted consid- 
erable important business and perfect 
harmony characterized its deliberations, 
It unanimously indorsed the proceeding of 
tho Congress of tho Fenian Brotherhood 
of tho D". S. recently held at Cleveland, 
Ohio, and pledged a hearty support of 
President Roberts in his efforts for tho 
liberation of Ireland. A resolution to the 
memory of Tbos. Francis Meagher was 
adopted, also one of sympathy with the 
prisoners in Ireland and a determination 
to assist their families.

The arrival of fresh tonnage 
will lead to a renewal of tbo export de- 
mand at an early date. Sales include

Extraordinary Sion—What lias been 
done with Maximilian's Ileinaius, 



(Correspondence of the New Y rlc "Tribune.") 

QuEHETAito, August 24. — Before my 
departure from the Capital, I heard that 
the body of the late Empetor hud left this 
ulnce and was well on iis way to tho 
coast. Lrniigitte my surprise, when I whs 
nsked this morning if I would like to visit 
the corpse; and, if it is a possibility, ruy 
horror and and disgust when I saw and 
heard what I note below. I cannot ex 
press my abhorrence of what I have to- 
day witnessed in this city, now so widely 
celebrated as the place of the assassina- 
tion of Maximilian and his Generals. 
Nor can I form any structure of la-iguage 
which will adequately impress the reader 
with a faithful representation of nil I 
should like lo publish to the world. 

I found the coffin containing the re- 
mains in a room in the second story of 
the Iiouro occupied by Sr Don Miinos 
Ledo. A soldier stood guard at tho door 
ready to give admittance to all who 
might desire to look at tho body, which 
willingness was in our own case somewhat 
accelerated by a few reals. Trie apart 
tuent bore the nppearanco of once having 
been used for a storeroom, and was both 
very dark and extremely filthy. The 
coffin stood in the centre of the room, 
resting upon a couple of rude bonclics. 
It is covered with black cloth, und adorn- 
ed with a cheap quality of gold lae<», the 
top of which has a false cover or lid, 
opening which case revealed three glasses, 
through which the silent font) of the ill- 
fated Austrian was shown by tho aid of a 
penny tallow candle kept by the soldier 
for visitors' use. Tho Emperor was 
dressed in a suit composed of a blue coat, 
with a row of brass buttons in front, dark 
blue pants and heavy cavalry boots. Mis 
hands were covered witb a pair of white 
gloves very much soiled. His mouth and 
eves were partially open, plainly allowing 
his teeth and the color of his cvcb. His 
beard is quite gone, as well as the greater 
part of his hair, which, I arn informed* 
has been cut off by Dr Lisso, who had 
charge of tho embalming, and sold, ho 
receiving as high as five ounces, §80, for 
small locks of the same. Tho body of 
the Emperor remained at Lisso's house 
until last week, when it was removed to 
its present location, during which time he 
made use of it us a means of speculation. 

He also disposed of whatever effects 
belonging to Maximilian he could obtain, 
charging large sums for small pieees ol'his 
bloodstained garments, which ho out up 
and sold, it is also alleged that he lias 
oven removed a small portion of the fjknl!, 
for which lie obtained a largo sum, replac- 
ing it with wood. I cannot vouch for 
this, but it lias gcnorol belief hero. The 
doctor affirms that tho Government has 
failed to pay him his bill for the embalm, 
mailt, of some $40,000, and declares his 
intention of making his money tho surest 
way possible. 

This same man Lisso, together with a 
human being called Refugio Gonzalez, 
delivered up General Mir&mOD. 'Ihe 
general had beon wounded in the face, 
and called in Lisso's assistance, who ex- 
tended the operations to as long a period 
an possible, and when Mirnmoii learned 
the city had been sold, lie attempted to 
leave tho lioueo, but found u soldier 
awaiting him at tho door, who took him 
into custody, As he was being removed 



to prison, Miratnon hauded his purse, 
containing money and private papers, to 
Lisso, who iu turn gave it to E*cobedo. 
That officer ordered it returned to itB 
owner. Lisso intends accompanying 
Maximilian's rcmuins to Europe, expect- 
ing to receive a handsome recomponso 
from the Emperor or Austria.

Potor Cartwrigbt, "Tho Pioneer 
Preacher of the West," recently ad- 
dressed a largo audionco in Pbiladek 
phia, giving incidents of his lifo. lie 
disooursod m follows ooocerning the 
proaohors now sent to the West, in 
contrast with those of earlier days: — 
•'Of lute y«!ara, my frionds, anothor 
breed of proaohors nro transferred to 
us; those aro tho hysterical, dynpoptic, 
gore-throat, blue-Kiugorod sort of 
proaohors. Thoy travel amoncr you : 
thoy aro unacceptable] tboy a"o use- 
less lumber ; and lo [ thuir zoul all a', 
onco moves (like a seventy. four rigcod 
for England) to go 10 the Wes^,, und 
' help tho West.' We don't wunt any 
such cattle. 1 toll you now, in my 
Hoventysfifth yoar, I ear. outprcucti 
and outwork dozons of these old dys^, 
peptic things." 

A Canadian- Pkincess. — The Princess 
of Salra-balm, o very pretiy little woman, 
now in her twenty. seventh yenr. is rot 
"an American lady," nor wns Iter nmiden 
name Le Clerq. Her father, who has re* 
sided in Canada fcr several years, bears a 
very different surname, and is a Colonel 
in the British service. Previous to his 
residence in Canada ho served in the 
East Indies, where his daughter wag 
born, her mother heinfr a half-caste Hin- 
doo. It is pretty clear from these pre- 
mises that the Princess Saltu SnIra is not, 
and cannot be, "a niece of President 
Johnson." Ten years ago she arrived in 
Philadelphia with "a plentiful scarcity'' 
of money, having, indeed, only the clothes 
which she then wore. Her story, which 
there is no reason to discredit, is that hor 
father having treated her so very handily 
as to make home unhappy, she hnd fled 
fiom Canada. At that time, according 
to the date of Iter birth in the Almanack 
de Gotha, Miss Agnes Le Clerq (us she 
called herself) wanted some mouths of 
sweet seventeen, but she looked throe or 
four years ohlcr. tshe left Philadelphia 
early in 1858, and joined a travelling 
circus, where she miou became a s> rt of 
"star." She married one of the horse- 
riders of the company, by whom she had 
one child. Inasmuch an she married her 
present princely spouse in 1 8G-i, it is to ho 
presumed that her first husband died. 
Tho Princess is alike active in mind and 
body, capable of enduring privation and 
fatigae, quick at resources, lively in con- 
versation, and easy in her manners. She 
speaks French fluently, having learned the 
langnoge in Canada. Should her hus- 
band escape from the peril which now 
threatens him, there is no doubt that the 
Emperor of Austria will amply rownni 
him and his wife for their exertions and 
sympathy for*iis brother, the late Arch- 
duke Maximilian.
